C. The health of the College continued to be 


good, in spite of two serious opidemies, one of 


smallpox and the otbei of plague, in the city and neighbourhood of Ajmer. The daily average 
number of boys sick was 1*52, and the average percentage of sickness was 1*19. There was only 
one serious case, of enteric fever, which happily -recovered, two cases of measles and one of chicken- 
pox, which weie isolated in the Kotah Sanitarium, -and one dislocation. During the epidemic of 


smallpox in October and November 719 persons in the College weie vaccinated, including practi- 
cally all the boys, staff and servants, and no ease occurred in the College paik. 


Plague broke out in Ajmer in March and continued to bo seveio lliioughout Apiil and Nay. 
Special precautions were accordingly adopted Ariangements were mnde for the salo of all provi- 
sions within the College, and no servn'nt, unless inoculated, was allowed to go to the city. A large 
number of the staff and sei van 1 s who lived outside the College were inoculated, and the majority 
of these were accommodated within the park Special attention was paid to the cleanliness and^ 
disinfection of all buildings and compounds. Asa lesult only one boy was token away by his 
parents, and the College work continued normally until the end of teim. 


In this connection the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, Bnbn Biindaban Chandra ‘Sur, did excellent 
service, and tbe complete immunity whiob tbe College enjoyed in both epidemics may be greatly 
asciibcd to his watchfulness and energy. As the plague continued throughout the Summer Vaca- 
tion of May and June, Babu Brindaban was retained nt the Cullcgc to carry on the precautionary 
measures, with successful results. The isolation of the College is rendered more complete by the 
additional land purchased fiom the Jodhpur donation towards the west and south, as this prevents 
tiie approach of insanitary settlements. 

Ecwaids were given for 185 snakes killed during the year.

- The cost of the maintenance of the 10 Boarding IIouscs (excluding contribntional works) 
amounted to Rs. 22. tl 7-7-2. The cost of the contribntional works defrayed by the States amounted 
to Its. 3,000-2-7, of which Rs. 3,520-9-0 were expended on annual repairs and Rs 1,533-9-7 upon 
the construction of a drain for eirrying water from the Jaipur House well to the New Bln, rat pur 
House, making a ICanknr floor in the courtyard of the new wing of the Jaipur House, digging a 
welt for the Alwar House and alteration of the privies at the Jodhpur House.

The receipts under the head Book, Play and .Medical Fund derived from the fee of Rs. 50/- 
per annum from each boy amounted to Rs. G,900 /- Tbo expenditure amounted to (a) Rs. 5,299-1-5 
for books, (5) 0,514-12-1 for play ground requisites and (c) Rs. 8,879-2-G for medical establish- 
ment and stares, making a total of Rs. 15,GDD/- and leaving a deficit of Rs. 8,795/- to be mot from 
the College Fund. 

The receipts of the Athletic Fund from voluntary subscriptions nnd sale of College Squadron 
buttons and squash racquet balls amounted to Rs. 1,4 18-12-8. A sum of Rs. 628-16-4 was spent 
in the pun-lmse of squash racquet balls and the employment of extra bowicra during the year. 

The Temple Fund which is maintained by voluntary subscriptions received Rs. 25G-8-0 during 
the year, or which a turn of Rs. 182-7-3 was spent on the temple services.

The w r ’t to n Examination lasted from 18th to 20th April 1917 , r ]iile the oral nnd practical 
tests were taken by , hc examine dating their inspection of the College. 
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Fifteen candidates from Iho Mayo Collego appeared for tho Diploma Examination, of whom 
1 1 passed. Out of 2fl candidates who appeared altogether, the Mayo College took the first 4 
places, ns also tho Oth, 7th, 8th, Dth and 10th. The top hoy was Mnharaj Sawai Singh of 
Banstinra, n ho wins Ilis Excellency the Viceroy’s -medal for tho best scholar in tho Diploma 
Class. Jlnhar.tj Vugnarajan Singh of Kishnngarh, who stood 2nd, also did creditably, 
especially in Engl Mi mid Administration. Thakttr Sawai .Ini Singh of Snrann, Ajmer, who was 
8rd. did well in History and Geography and Advanced Mathematics. Other boys who did well 
in different subjects were Knnwar Snrnlchnndrn of Maynrhhanj, Raja Nnrendra Shah of Tohri, 
Knnwar Ram Lai of Uarja, Alwar, and Tlinknr Nhtlm Singh of Kalcra Bogin, Ajmer. On tho 
whole, although there was no candiduto of exceptional excellence the general lord was satisfactory. 


Tho Examiners remarked that the standard of English in conversation was generally high, 
that the paper on “ General Knowledge” wn< well done, and that tho teaching of History was 
C( ma d mid not confined to text hooks. The work in Geometry is reported to hare been wdl done 
ns also in Geography nnd Arithmetic. 

115 students from Hie Mayo College have passed the Diploma Examination since its intro- 
duction in 1301-05. A Common Examination for nil the four Colleges was introduced in 1908-09, 
and in the 9 years since then Mayo College hoys hare headed the list C times and Imre twico 
secured the second place. 

The Diploma of the Chiefs’ Colleges is now recognised by tho Allahabad University ns 
equivalent to the Matriculation. 

Knnwar Bhawan Pnl Siogh of Kolia, U. P., who passed the Diplomn Examination in 1912, 
has this year taken his n.A„ degree witli Honours at Oxford. He is tho first Mayo College 
student who has attained this distinction.

Diploma clns s os, so far as is know., Of these 5 are Ruling Chiefs, 2 arc heirs-apparent, and C 
are Tlml'urs in charge of their estates. G have secured Government service, two being Deputy 
Potlectors and one an Assistant Traffic Supe, intended. 19 have been provided with employment in 
Unlive States 3 have joined the Police Training School nt Moradabad, 1 has joined a Umrersity 
College, and 1 is with the Expeditionary Force in France. 

I think we may anticipate that a larger number or openings both in British India and in tho 
Xntirc States will he available in future for young Indians of family and position, and these opon- 
inRB will lie of « more varied character. There is an increasing demand for Umvors.ty cducnt.on 
i for training in special subjects, and as the area of employment w.dens, the need for a pure. yad- 
ministrnlive training such ns is given by the Fost-diploma course may correspondingly decrease. Bn 
, f „ r „ PnM-dmloma education may taUe in future, I think tho classes have served a useful 
purpose hi providing a practical coarse of training for Minor Chiefs and Thakurs and a door to em- 
ployment for many of the jounger sons.

In the tentpegging the Aitciiison College won both the individual and 
the section competitions, two of their rideis taking all thiee pegs in the individual, and their 
sections taking ten out of 12 pegs. In tho Tennis Singles, the .nitchison College won on all three 
Courts ; in the Doubles the Mayo College won on the second and third Courts but were beaten 'on 
the first. In the Football the Aitciiison College won by one goal to nil. Tho Aitciiison College 
won the Long Jump, High Jump, Hurdles, and Putting the Weight in the Athletic Sports ; the 
Mayo College won tiie Mile, the Quarter Milo and the Hnndicd Yards.
